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SPEECH OF 


HON. SIMON CAMERON 
ON THE TARIFF, 


In the Senate of the United States, June 15, 1860. 


Mr. President, coming 
from a State deeply interested in. the sub- 
ject under consideration, I may be expec- 
ted to discuss it somewhat at length— 
Nothing, however, can be further from my 
intention at this time. My colleague has 
in his able and lucid speech, con: ing 
more than two hours, entered so fully into 
the details of the measure, that nothing I 
miglit be able to add would sensibly affect 
the result. Besides, upon a motion to 
postpone, an argument from one whose 
Opinions upon this subject are so well 
known would be superfluous, My views in 
regard to the great question of protection 
have undergone no change from the begin- 
ning. As it seemed to be the necessity of 
tho country then, so it appears to. mind 
now. With my colleague, however, it is 
otherw:

dian, and [hail the change as an omen of 
further changes for the better on his side 
of the Senate Chamber. I regret that so 
few of his political associates thought 
proper to remain in their seats during his 
argument; for until I discovered but five 
of those Senators ip their places, one of 
whom, if I mistake not, was asleep, I had 
confidently expected sufficient aid through 
his influence to carry the bill which bas 
received the support of the House and 
meets his cordial approval. If changes are 
to be made in favor of the measuse, they 
must be looked for on that side of the 
Chamber, for it may be ennsidered a sct- 
tled question that Republican Senators 
only wait opportunity to vote against post- 
ponement for the bill when it comes upon 
its final passage. Ss 

Mr. Hassvonp. If the Senator will allow 
me to interrupt him, I would like to make 
a count on his side of the House. 

Mr. Cameron. That is not my business. 
Besides, the Senator from South Carolina 
will allow me to suy, that the other side is 
the one on which the impression is to be 
made. I had fora long time believed and 
trusted that the working men of my State 
were to get some relief during the adminis- 
tration of Mr. Buchanan. Son of Pennsyl- 
vania as he is, and raised to the high, I may 
say, proud, position he now holds by the 
votes ef the laboring classes, it was not too 
much to expect of him that he would have 
advantaged himself of that high position to 
benefit the State which has honored him so 
much. In the various messages he bas sent 
to us, he has declared himself in favor of 
that sort of protection which we desire in 
Pennsylvania, But, sir, I begin to fe 
that we ball get nothing from him; and if 
my colleague should fail to secure the fi 
or six expected votes from among h 
litical associates, I shall despair of obtiin- 
ing any measure of for the industrial 
interests of the country until the Senate 
and the Administration shall se tobe 
controlled by the present Democratic party. 
Those five or six expected votes would, if 
brought to the aid of this side of the House, 
carry prosperity and happiness to the three 
millions of people my colleague and myself 
represent. Nor will’ the regrets whieh 
moust follow the defeat of the beneficin 
sure under consideration, be narrowly 

hin their natures because we hold to 
the doctrine that Pennsylvania cannot be 
prospered except her sister States in the 
Union shall enjoy that prosperity in com 
mon, We believe that the advantage of 
one part must redound to the advanta 
every other part. While you, gentlemen 
of the South, are protecting your peeulinr 
institutions, you ought, least, not to for- 
get that we of the North have a peculiar 
institution to protect and encourage—our 
free white labor.

stimates, arguibg against the necessity of 
a modification of the tariff, he said he 
would receive during the then current year, 
$12,000,000 from the duty on sugar. When; 
the money was counted he found but 
$1,000,000—showing a mistoke of $8,000,- 
000. It was an error of judgment; he 
should have remembered that the year on 
which his estimate was based was to all 
others an exceptional year, owing to the 
fact that unusualfrosts during the year 
preceding had cut off the home crop, in- 
creasing the price and causing a large im- 
portation. The ad valorem duty on this 
large importation at the high prices induced 
by the destruction of the home crop, pro- 
duced so large a revenue from this source 
alone, that a statesman must nat once have 
seen that such increase would not be lik 
ngain to occur.

That in my State, as else- 
where, men were secking vainly for em- 
ployment, while these dependent on the 
lnbor of their strong arms were asking for 
bread—for the necessaries of life, indirect- 
ly denied to them here by those to whom 
the luxuries of life have become common 
because of their continued abundance. In 
all the establishments now in actual opera- 
tion, the laborer is working at greatly re- 
luced wages, while the employers are reap- 
ing no profit on the cupitul invested. He 
should know that the stability of free gov- 
eraments depends upon the intelligence 
and moral culture of the governed, that 
the laborer and the artisan should be afford- 
ed the means of so educating their children, 
which means are only to be derived from 
the protection und encouragement of those 
brauches of industry necessary to the de- 
velopment of the resources of States.

On the other hand, when you encourage 
one, you indirectly quicken all the r 
In evider of my statement thut it is not 
alone the iron interest that is asking for 
the passage of this bill. I cite the attention 
of the Senator to the fuct that every Re- 
publiean Senator stands ready and anxious 
to put tais measure on its finul pussrge, and 
to record their votes in its favor. They 
would not do so did not their constituents 
jemand it at their bunds in behalf of their 
interests.

Take the article of cloth, mentioned by my 
colleague. Formerly we got alarge amount 
of it from England, and we manufactured 
quantities at home. But our home manu- 
facturers hav ape driven out of the bu 
ness entirely, 81 t there is not to-day a 
single manufacturer of broadcloth in the 
United States. The large factories erected 
to carry on the business under the tariff of 
1842 have been given over to other, and, 
in some cases, baserpurposes.' Some have 
gone into the manufacture of carpet yarns 
others have been dismantled of their appli- 
ances, and turned to some littlé account in 
other’ directions. We now get neurly all 
our broadeloth from Germany, where it is 
manufactured in accordance with a system 
something like thia: A man has an estab- 
lishment in which he has invested a urge 
capital. When he is about to make,up 
i he goes to hia clerks and workin 
ertuins the nmount of cost of the 
raw muteridl and the cost of the labor put 
upon it. He sums up these it 
totul is the amount of the invoice w! 
enters the custom-house on our shores with 
the goods. It vomes here invoiced to a 
partner, and is sold for two or three times 
the invoice price. Tuke the. article of 
horse-shoe nails, In Germany, the country 
blacksmith is the manufacturer. He goes 
to the country store-keeper for his iron, 
takes it to his shop, and makes it into 
nails, at tiree cents’ per pound... He ean 
Thuke eight pounds per day, and on thi 
pittance of twenty-four cents ‘he lives, sup- 
ports his family, and finds his own fuel, 
The nails are sent here invoiced at si, 
cents a pound, and sold at « price just low 
enough to command the American market, 
Tiiese, sir, ave but a few of the articles 
upon which frauds are committed aginst 
y ave fuir samp!

From this it appears that $51 O1 per ton 
was the maximum price of rails on. shi 
board between the years 1847 and 1856, ine 
clusive, ‘This, with an. ad valorem duty of 
thirty per cent, yielded a revenue of $15 30 
per ton; making the cost of the iron here 
$66 51, But, on referring to the table, we 
find the price of iron to have fallen to 
$26 03, in 1851, with aduty of only $7 80;

Judge Dougias on Unanimous Nom-= 
inations, 


On the 9th of July, 1852, the Hon. Ste- 
phen A. Douglas addressed the Democracy 
of Richmond, Va., in the African Church. 
From the specch prepared by himself, pub- 
lished in the “Enquirer” of July 20th, 18- 
(52, we make the subjoined extracts. It 
will be remembered that at the Baltimore 
Whig Convention of 1852, the North de- 
manded the nomination of Gen, Scott, and 
the South resisted the demand. Comment 
ing on the sectional aspect of that nomina- 
tion, and'the deplorable results that would 
come from it, Mr. Douglas said : 

“Well, Gen. Scott received the nomina- 
tion ‘unanimously,’ according to the official 
proceedings of the Conyention.—[Laugh- 
ter.) Fellow-citizens, did you ever hear 
of a unanimous nomination, which was 
made in defiance of the fifty times repeated 
protest and remonstrances of the delega- 
tions from one half of the States in the 
Union represented in the Convention? 
Every Southern delegation voted against 
him more than fifty times, day after day, 
and night after night, and yet the ‘nomina- 
tion’ was unanimous—[Great laughter-] 
The nomination of Gen, Scott, therefore, 
presents to the American people this extra- 
ordinary anomaly. For the first time in 
the history of our party-contest has a sec- 
tional nomination ever been forced upon 
either of the two great parties! You may 
talk of the dangers to the American Union, 
growing out of partizan strife and political 
contests; you may tremble at the scenes 
through which we all recently passed, con- 
nected with the slavery agitation; yet there 
was nothing in all that so perilous to the 
safety of the Union as a sectional nomina- 
tion for the Presidency, where the North 
demanded the nomination of a particular 
man on a sectional issue, And the delega- 
tions from every Southern State, without 
exception, resisted the nomination os dan- 
gerous to their rights and institutions. A 
nomination forced upon the South by the 
Free Soil wing of the Whig party North, is 
now presented to the American people ag a 
unanimous nomination.” 

“Tematters not whether the North forced 
the nomination upon the South, or the 
South upon the North, the danger consist 
in the fucts that a Territorial line divided 
men’s opinions, that Northern men were 
one way and Southern men another. But, 
after the nomination is made, we are told 
that it was a fair compromise, because the 
South received the platform, and the North 
obtained the candidate, under direction of 
men who “defy” and “spit. upon” the plat. 
form. Thus, we have Winfield Scott be- 
fore us for the Presidency. After mavare 
deliberation, he proceeds to accept the plat- 
form, and to write the letter which he had 
promised Mr, Archer in the private note 
that was found in Bott's breeches pocket. 
[Loughter.}” 

If the reader will substitute “Stephen A. 
Douglas” for “Winfield Scott,” he will have 
4 complete condemnation of his own nomi- 
nution, from his own lips. Such a nomina- 
tion of Gen. Scott, he pronounced would 
“convert a good General into a bad Presi- 
dent,” and we may ask if the result would 
not be equally disastrous to a Sonator? 

If Mr. Douglas could urge the facts con- 
nected with Gen, Scott’s nomination as 
“dangerous” to the South, from the divi- 
sions that existed in Baltimore in 1852, 
what circumstances would pulliate the evil 
from the game causes in the Democratic 
party in 1860? “ Out of thine own mouth 
do we condemn thee,” Stephen.—[Rich-

now, going to show how much leas: reward 
labor commands, and receives in England 
than here, Unitihwithin the last few yeara, 
nearly all the wood-screws, used, in the 
world, and certainly in this country, were 
made in our own workshops . Recently, 
‘however, sonie one of our numerous inven- 
tors inyented a machine making a decided 
improvement, by adding aigimlet to the 
end of the screw. He wentto England, and 
disposed of his patent there. British capi- 
talists seized upon it, put it in operation, 
‘and now the wood-screw  manufactories of 
this country are forced to suspend,, and 
England furnishes us with that article— 
The reason is that the machine.can be 
worked. by little girls, obtained from the 
almshousea; paupers from the streets and 
poorhouses, and yagrants from the \lanea 
and alleys, are brought in. to work at low 
wages. They not only supply the home 
market, but come bere and glut our mar- 
ket, to the exclusion of our ojvn artiaans. 
Now this branch of business is a very large 
one, formerly giving employment and sup- 
port to|thousands of, our honest laborera, 
We had a right to its continuance, for the 
invention came from the genius of an 
American citizen, under the fostering care 
and protection of one of our former tariff 
A little protection now would induce some 
one of our intelligent artisans again to im- 
prove upon the machinery, and thus enable 
us to reduce the price still lower. 

The gonp manufaeture was formerly a 
very important interest in this country, so 
important in faet, that probably few gen- 
tlemen on this floor have an idea of the im- 
mense capitiil that was invested, dt of the 
great numbers to whom the business gave 
employ, Some two or three years agoa 
gentleman of my acquaintance, a chemist 
of great practical knowledge and skill) in 
his profession, as also of large experience, 
diseoyered a process by which he concen- 
trated the alkali, and produced a substance 
which he called caustic soda. He went out 
to England for the purpose of introducing 
the article and supplying the market 
Forming a connection with a capit 
Edivburgh, Scotland, he get up the manus 
facture of this caustic soda, and had actu- 
ally munufactured several tons, when Gi 
covery was wade of the fact that the Bri 
Government had imposed a very heavy ex- 
cise upon the munufacture of soap, and a 
penalty, consisting of fine and imprison- 
ment, on persons ihanufacturing it without 
authority derived from the Government 
itself, ‘The|excige on soap was £18 per 
ton. The penalty for violating the excise 
Jaw was fine and imprisonment, Not even 
the housewife was permitted to make soap 
in her own kitchen, on pain of fine and im- 
prisonment. Owing to this state of affairs 
the gentleman referred to quit the business 
and returned to this country. Now mark 
what followed; directly afterward the Brit- 
ish Government. changed its excise liwe, 
and enabled'their, manufacturers’ not only 
to supply their home market With this arti- 
cleo caustic soda for soap making, but 
also to manufacture and send it over to 
glut our own markéts, so that it now has 
the entire control of our home manufacture. 
In connection with this matter there is still 
another fraud. This caustic soda is put up 
in iron barrels by the British manufacturer, 
for the purpose of evading our revenue 
laws, and'getting rid of the duty on iron. 

These, Mr. President, are but a few of 
the many instances of fraud practiced under 
the system we now have; and this; I think, 
is the worst, feature of the present revenue 
system. Were it not for the frauds con- 
stantly prieticed under it, and which ean 
ouly be avoided by substituting specific for 
ad volortm duties, the rates might not ap- 
pear so objectionable. 

In conclusion, it may be proper to speak 
of another of the evil effects of the system, 
which’ the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
the chairman of the Committee on Finance 
seem to be so much enawored of, I refer 
to the excess of specie exportations over 
importations under'the present ad valorem 
tariff; a tabular statement of which I here- 
with preeent:
